OBITUARY... 


DEATH OF MR. SOLLY JOEL 
OF TURF FAME. 


” . + London, May 22. 

Tho’ death has occurred of the 
South African diamond magnate 
Mr, Solly Joel. 

Solomon Barnato ,Jocl, the 
diamond magnate, millionaire and 
racchorse-ownor, was born in com- 
paratively humble surroundings in 
the East End of London, and. was 
eduented at n board achool. Two 
of his uncles hnd settled in South 
Africa, One, Henry Barnato, had 
gone there ap an emigrant and for 
some timo ved by performing as o 
conjurer at Kimberley. He then 
tried diamond-buying, but, not 
being. very aucccssful. sent for his 
brother “Barney”. (Barnett). To- 
gether they made money rapidly, 
bought claims in a Kimberley mine 
and in 1880 founded the firm of 
Barnnto Bros. : 

Soon after Joel left:school the Bar- 
nntos invited him and his brother 
J. B. Joel to South Africa, where in 
n few years they became diamond 
experts and financiers and eventual- 
ly members of the firm, It was 
not long until S. B. Jocl was en- 
titled to the dual rank of maynate 
nnd millionnire, for the  profita 
from the business were great and 
the firm's grip.on the valuable 
mining concerns of South Africa 
wns very strong. . 

In 1897 “Barney” Barnato threw 
himself overboard from a liner on 
a voyage from the Cape to England, 
und’soon afterwards Joel became 
head of the firm. As the years pas- 
sed, he increased his interests 
until he was a director of most of 
the important South African 
mining and banking concerns. 

Tn England he applied his wealth 
to the;assistance of a large num- 
ber of charitable institutions, and 
algo to the purchase of the magnl- 
fieent Maiden Erlegh estate about 
13 miles from Ascot. There he set 
up stables and becume one of the 


most prominent of English race. 


horse owners. 

Hin horses made many note- 
worthy wins in some of the most 
important events of the English 
racing year, while the pre-race 
parties at Maiden Erlegh became 
famous, Although at times . his 
guests ran to hundreds, he was 
always the perfect host, moving 
continunlly hither and — thither 
through the rpoma of his mansion 
or about the grounds to see that 
all was well with those who had ac- 
cepted his hospitality. : 

Among the big financial transac- 
tions he carried out in England 
were the purchase of the Speyer 
interests in the London Under- 
ground Railways and the payment 
of £6,000,000 for the business of 
Horrockses, Crowdson and Co, the 
great Manchester firm. of cotton 
spinners and manufacturers. 

He was a member’ of all the 
chief racing clubs and of the Royal 
London Yacht Club.—-Renter and

Severn Barrage Scheme. 


The great Severn Barrage 
Scheme for power generation on 
an enormous scale scema to be 
brought nearer fruition by the suc- 
cess of new experiments carried 
out at Avonmouth recently. In 
the original project it was proposed 


Ite use a certain proportion of the 


tidal power for pumping water 
into m vast elevated reservoir for 
subsequent utilisation as a source 
of power generation when the tidal 
head was inoperative. The idea 
hud to be abandoned on‘the ground 
of excessive cost and a new plan 
was substituted, providing for “The 
Grid’ system which would cnsure 
a constant supply of power, but 
involved serious problems and add- 
ed excessively to the cost per unit. 
In consequence of these difficultics, 
the scheme has made little head- 
way. The new experiments, how- 
ever, change the situation entira- 
ly. Mr, Paul Shishkoff’ has invent- 


ed a new generating plant, now be-} 


ing demonstrated at Bristol, for 
which a-claim is put forward that 
electricity can be ‘produced. at .a 
cost of lesa’.than a farthing per 
unit. It can be made large enough,

As Hongkong !s concerning it- 
self with the’ problem of the 
juvenile offender, it will be of. in- 
terest to give some particulars of 
a plan devised in Ceylon, and In 
operation for many years, a5 an 
alternative to the usual correction- 
al and reformative institutions.

Please Signal. 


It Is really surprising to notice 
so many motorists who will not 
signal, when changing route, 
stopping, or executing any move- 
ment not anticipated by fullowiny 
vehicles. In some cases it 
amounts to indifference, and in 
others merely ilustrates that the 
driver 1s not a suitable person to 
be at the wheel. «We noticed a 
driver turn against the red tight, 
¢ross over in front of an oncoming 
motor bus, In yvrder to turn in to 
Stubbs Road. His incompetence 
was further demonstrated in’ his 
method of avoiding a Chinese 
pedestrian crossing the, foot: of 
Stubbs Road. It had been neces- 
sary to step on the accelerator in 
order to pass in front of the bus, 
but the pedestrian provedl a‘ pro- 
blem. Instead of slowing up and 
bearing to the left, he swerved 
neross to the right of the road in 
order to pass ahead of the | jay- 
walker. This example . illustrated 
three serious errors all committed 
within oo few seconds. First. 
ignoring the traMe signal against 
him. Second: Speeding wp to 
cut across a bus which had the 
right of the road, and thirdly, 
swerving over to his wrong side of 
the road at the foot of a dangerous 
bend, Probably the driver knew 
no better, and passed on sweetly 
oblivious of the fact that he had 
courted disaster, and had also 
placed other road users-in danger, 
Doubtless he | committed many 
more such offences that day, and 
sooner of later. he will commit just 
one too many.

Specific Grades of Oil. 


CUSTOMS PACTS. 


Lubrication of an automobile 
engine is not merely putting oil 
into the crank case and forgetting 
about it until the service station 
attendant checks up the supply. 
Lubrication, in fact, requires con- 
stant attention and knowledge of 
the prevailing conditions both as to 
the particular engine in use, the 
type of work to which it is put and 
the season of the yéur. 


Just as importance to maintain 
proper lubrication, also, is the need 
of a constant watch on the ofl pres- 
sure gauge, 


By keeping these in mind and dl 
recting the fubricaion to suit all 
these requireménts, a motorist may 
be certain he Js doing right for 
the proper muintenanee of his 
motor. : 


The type of ofl thut should be 
used for lubrication. depends on 
the type of engine, its uses, the 
weather. and the amount of serv- 
{ée to which the motor fyput. ° 


The first fundamental, of course. 
is the stipulation that the oil be‘of 


high quality, that it comes from a}. 


good crude and is refined properly. 
Since ‘we, as everyday motorists, 
are not acquainted with such. fun- 
damentala, the safest bet’ for us is 
to get our olls only from highly 
responsible: and well astablished

Furthermore, we may treasure 
the feeling of anfety on land, but 
take it from porhaps the most 
Intreptd aviator «In ‘the United 
States and the most exnerienced, 
there's no comparison — between 
safety ‘In the alr and -whatever 
there fs of it on the highways. 
It is the coming generation that 
will know it by actual experience. 

The assurance comes from 
Major James H. Doolittle, 
fearless, stunting ‘Jimmie” . Doo- 
little who has left the U.S. army 
to become Director ‘of Aviation 
for the Shell Petioleum Corpora- 
tion. The other day he received 
the coveted Hnrmon trophy 
his valuable services to aviation, 
especially his .courngeous fox fly- 
ing experiments that: promise safe 
flying in bad weather. 

Doolittle has no hapes for the 
adult-of to-day, for, he repeats 
the old adage, nu can't teach an 
old dog new tricks.’ But the 
youngater? 

“Aak the bey of 10 to-day rbout 
nvintion,”” says the famqus pilot, 
“and he'll be able to tell you more 
about it than anyone: of 60. 
That's a sign of what we may 
expect fn the future. 

More Seared of Taxis. 

“As for aafety in flying as com- 
pared with motoring, why I got 
may grey hairs from sitting behind 
those wild New York taxi drivera 
ag they dodged in and out of 
trafic and missed pedestrians and 
other cars by inches: flying from 
city to city was a relief and a

MR: CHURCHILL’ AND 
THE PEERS. 


ACTIONS ,DEFENDED. 


In:a reply to a letter from Mr. 
J. Roland Robinson, Conservative 
candidate for Widnes, regarding 
the powers of the House of Lords, 
Mr. Churchill writes: 

“The powera now exercised. by 
the House of Lords are those con- 
ferred upon-them by the votes of 
the Liberal, Radical and Socialist 
members of the Parliament before 
the war. 

“At the time the Parliament Act 
was passed, it was repeatedly stated 
by those responsible for the Act 
that the powers reserved to the 
House of Lords by that measure 
were real and effective powers 
which would enable them to make 
gure that the will of the people 
was behind the legislation proposed 
by any particular Government. * 

“These powers, therefore,- have 
no relation to the old pre-war veto. 
They are modern péwers, and the 
House of Lords has an indefeasible 
right to cxercise them.” . 

Mr. Churchill concludes that the 
peers could never exercise their 
powers more legitimately than 
against the present Administration.

INQUEST ON GIRL KILLED IN 
. STREET MISHAP.

At Kowloon yesterday afternoon, 
Mr, Hamilton, sitting with.a jury, 
held an inquiry into the. death of 
au aix-year-old Chineac girl, Chan 
Mul-chal, who was run over and 
killed by a Kowloon motor bus fn 
Shanghai Street, on May 6.” 


Dr. K. Uttley said that death was 
due to laceration of the brain and 
fracture of the skull. , The injurtes 
Were consistent with her. having 
been run over by a bus, 


Tang Hung, the driver of ihe 
bus, anid that he’had bean driving 
motor buses for the Jast six months, 
On May 6 at 1.45 p.m, he waa dtiv- 
ing bus No, 106 along Shanghai 
Street from south to north, When 
nearing Shek Lung Street he suund- 
ed his horn. He-noticed a woman 
dash across the 
road in front of the bus, and he ap- 
plied the foot and hand brakes. 
The woman and one child crossed 
safely, but the wirl ran back, He 
swerved to the right to avoid her, 
but the right front mudguard knock- 
ed her down and the rear wheel 
went over her. Iie pulled up in a 
length and a half, and found the 
Kirl Iyingg underneath the tail end 
of the bua. The, woman and the 
other child did not return, He 
aetanily siverved to the right-before 
he saw the child hesitate. The bus 
was travelling about 220 miles an 
hour, as the road was crowded and 
he was nearing a stop, 


Wong Sang, a bus conductor, said 


‘Phe was having a ride in the bus. 


He aa three persons cross the 

road In front of it. The next thing 

he heard’ wasn erack, and when he 

alighted he found the girl lying. 
t two oor three feet behind the 
wheel, 


Sp To-chi, conductor, anid that he 
had just) rung the bell, as some 
Passengers Winted to alight. He 
saw the driver suddenly put on the 
brakes and the aceident occur, 


Sergeant Scrim: snid that he test- 
ed the: brakes and found them to 
be in good working order, 


The Jury returned a verdict of 
necidontal death,  exonerating the 
driver from all blame.
